Frey thoſe Reſpeits due to you, this is bumbly to entreat you with patience to 
read and conſider this followrag Narrative of matters between you and my 
ſelf, in which I have been careful to give a true Account, without any bad 
Language, or any bitter Reflections, which are too common in matters of 
this kind : My only deſign in thu us to diſcover pait Proceedings, as well oy my own 

part 4s 0 yours , that ſo ſuch as may hereafter be concerned with Eccleſiaſtical 

Courts, 4s 1 have been with yours, may by theſe Proceedings learn either to forbear to 

do as I have done, or elſe improve the ſame to do better, or find out ſome other way 

more for their own Advantage. 

And for as much as yourWorſhip hath loaded aMultitnde of hisMajeſties Proteſtant 
Subjects with Admonitions and Excommunications (and with the Wyit de Excom- 
municato Capiendo) to force them into a Fail, if they do not pay you great Sums of 
money for not obeying your Admonitions : 

Iheſcech you torecerve a few Proteſtant Admonitions agreeable to the Holy Scripture, 

I. T hat you being a Dottor and 3uage of a Court called Spiritual, it highly concern- 
eth you to ſee that you are a true Spiritual man, not walking according to the Luſts of 
the Fleſb: Spiritual perſons ought to maintain —_ prattices, Rom. 8. x. 

Il. Take heed that you do not force any Perſons by your Admonition to come 
unto the holy Communion, who are unholy in their Converſation ; and that they may 
eſcape your Excommunication, Venture to Eat and Drink their own Damnation, 
x Cor. 11. 20 

III. T ate heed you do not force the Godly to partake with the Ungoaly, leaſt you make 
them Partakers of other mens Sins ; but purge out the Old Leaven that you may be 
anew Lump; tor a little Leaven leaveneth the whole Lump, 1 Cor, 5.6,7,8,9. 

IV: Take heed you do not that to others, which you would not have them do to you, 
viz, Tow would not be willing the Proteftant Diſſenters ( conſidered as Tnaependents, 
Preſbyterians, or theſe falfly called Anabaptiſts) ſhould compel you to take the Holy 
Sacrament among it any of them, Mat.,12. Therefore why (ſhould you do the like ? 

V. Take heed that you do not force Perſons to the holy Sacrament againft their 
Wills, ſeeing God muit be ferved with a perfett heart, and with a nitine mind , 
1 Chron. 28. g. 

VI. 1 ake heed you'do not force Perſons ts the Holy Sacrament, who have not & 
right unto 1t ; or ſuch as for fear of your further Proceedings may come unto it con- 
trary to their own Conſciences,"of whom it may beſaid as Paul ſaid to the Corinthian 
Prof«ſors,xCor.11.20. Thisis not toeat the Lords Supper; for the abuſing of Gods 
Ordinance us 4 loſing God's Ordinance, tothe Abuſers of it, and it may be ſaid, Such 
eat mans Dinner, rather then the Lords Supper. | 

VII. Take heed that whilſt you proceed in handling Perſons about Spiritual things, 
that you let your Proceedings be according to Spiritual Rules contained in the Holy 
Scriptures, in which there is no Direttions to inflict outward Penalties upon Perſons 
for not Performing of Spiritual Duties. 

VILL Take heed that you do not debaſe Religion in making Spiritual matters bow 
and T ruckle unto Temporal matters, for baſe ends; and let not the Holy Sacrament 
be made 4 Qualification for keeping an Alchouſe, or for being Electors of Magiſtrates; 
it is enough thit men be Free-holders in the Country, or free-men and of the Livery 
tn the City for ſuch things. IX, Tate

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A Famous Example for Eccleſiaſtical Doctors. 


Nd now Dottor, becauſe worthy Examples ind good Patterns are ſometimes more Prevalent 
then Admonitions and Precepts, ! will humbly ſet before you the good Exanile of a Famous 
Dettor of Law, belonging to the Eccleſiaſtical Court im the fan ous C «y of Jeruſalem : 

Who when the Diſſenters and Non-Confor miſts of that day, were cited and brought before the 
ſid Eccleſiaſtical Court, and by the Amt hor it 'y thereof were decreed to be Excommur.uCated out f 
the Church, and out of the World alſo 

The aforeſaid Dottor of Law favoured and defended the Cauſe of thoſe poor Diſſenters, by mas 
king an excellent ſpeech againſt the violent Proceedings of that Court ; which take as followeth, as 
it us Recorded, not in Alts of Payliamgnt, but in the tts of the Apoſtles, Chapter 5. 

Verf. 34. Then there ſtood up one in the Connſcl, a Phariſce, named Gamaliel, a Dottor of Law 
had in Reputation of all the People, and commandcd to put the Apoſeles forth a little ſpace,

The late Proceedings of the Ecclefiaſtical-Court 
againſt JAMES JONES, &c. 


He SubjeQ of the Enſuing Narrative being chiefly matter of Fa&t, and 
the Deſign of it being only to give the World an Account of the Pro« 
ceedings of the Eccleſiaſtical Court againft feveral hundred of his 
Majeſties SubjeQts, and in particular againſt James Fores ; I ſhall 

without any Preface acquaint you, That upon the 16th of November laſt there 
wasa Citation left at his Houle, by an Eccleſiaſtical Officer, the form where- 


of was that which followeth : 
To Mr. Jones, of the Pariſh of St. Bartholomew Exchange. 


| Cite you by vertue of aP2oceſs under Deal, to appear befoze the Right 


worſhipful Thomas Pintold, Doctoz of Laws, and Official tothe Arch- 

of London, 92 his Lawful Surrogate, oz any other Competent 

Judge in that behalf, in the Pariſh-Church oz Tabernacle of St, Mary 

Magdalen Old-Fiſh-ſtreer London , On the 17th day of November, between 

the Hours of Nine and Eleven in the Fozenoon of the ſame day, then and 

there to Anſwer to a Pzeſentment given in and Exhibited againſt you by 

the Church-uoardens of your ſaid Pazilh, as by Law you are bound. Any 
further to do and Receive as by Law and Juſtice ſhall Appertain, 


Francis Speke, Officer. 


From this Citation the ſaid Jones doth obſerve theſe following things, and 
+ deſireth others toconſider and well improve them. | 

1, That this Citation is not in theKingsName, (only, 1C:re you.) 

2. Though there is Mention made ot a Proceſs under Seal, by yertue of 
which the ſaid Jones was Cited, it is not ſaid, By verrue of a Commiſſion from hu 
Majeſty, given to Impower that Court ſo to proceed. 

3. Though there is mention made of Law and 7u#ice in the faid Citation, that 
1s no Demonſtration of the Legalliry of the aforeſaid Court; and how muy of 
Law and Fufice hath been managed there, let thoſe Judge that have Seen 
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handled in the ſaid Court, and what may yet be expetted of Law and Juſtice 
mult be very patiently waited for, by thoſe that fitter. , 
The next day, being the 47-day of November aforeſaid, the ſaid ores With 
others of his Proteſtant Neighbours, did appear before the laid DoCtorP:afold, 
thinking thereby to avoid a ſtrange thing called Contnmacy or Contempt in that 
Court; Suppoling he ſhould have had turther Citations, before auy further 
Proceedings; but he found himſelf greatly miſtaken, for the ſaid Do&tor was 
very nimble with the hofieſt Neighbours of the ſaid Joxes, as they were parti. 
cularly called by their Names, and preſently concluded them Guilty. of the 
matters in the Church.Wardens Prefentment, viz. of not coming to Church, 
and not Receiving the Sacrament, without Poſitive Proof, of thoſe matters b 
Perſons appearing Face to Face; though the Truth is, the ſaid DoQor did not 
put any of thoſe before him to accuſe themſelves, but did preſently proceed to 
Admoniſh them, To come to Church, and to take the Sacrament in their own Pa. 
riſb Church, «nd bring a Certificate, they had ſo done from the Doctor: of the faid 
Pariſh, by the 6th day of December following. And when moſt of the ſaid Jones's 
Neighbours had been called, the Clark called for one Mr. Jozes ; The aid 
Tones Replyed, His Name was Jones, and he was come to ſee whether he was the man 
intended iy the Preſentment.

The Doftor concluded that, (becauſe the Citation was left at his houſe : ) 
owes confeſſed there was a Citation left at his houſe, but that was no Proof that 

-was the ſame Perſon intended ; Eſpecially conſidering that his Whole Name 
was not in the Citation, only Mr. Jones, and there might be other 5ores's in the 
ſaid Pariſh. 

Then the DoQtor inquired ofthe Apparitor, who ſaid thatone of the Church- 


Wardens did dire& him to the houſe of the ſaid Joes, where he left the Cita- 


tion, and ſaid he was the ſame Jores in the Preſentment. 

Tones then told the DoQtor, That if he were the Perſon, he would not needleſly 
contend; but however he thought the Citation was not legally ſerved, it veing not 
gives into his own hand, neither had he ſeen the Seal of the Conrt mentioned in 
the Citation, x 

To which Doctor P:xfoid Replying , Allowed that it was not a Legal Ci- 
tation, and that if the ſaid Jones had not then appeared, the Court would have 
{worn their Officer, who 1f upon Oath he had ſaid hecould not find the ſaid 
Foxes, then they would have ſet up a Vii & Modis upon the Church door, or 
upon his own door, requiring him to appear in the Eccleliaſtical Court , but 
being the ſaid Joes did appear, the Citation was at an end, and there was no 
need of any more Citations. 

Then the ſaid Joxes perceived that he was got into a Trap, by being ſoready 
to go with his honeſt Neighbours to that Court, upon a Suppolition that the 
Cation being not ſerved upon his Perſon, nor his full Name 1n, the Citaton 
was nof right, and therefore thought he ſhould have had aDiſmiſſon for that 
time till a new Citation was ſent and ſerved upon him ; he very well knowing 
that the Eccleſiaſtical Courts did formerly proceed very flowly ; but it ſeems 
Sir Thomas's day was near at hand, ſor the Citizens of Loxden to choole a 
New Common Conncil, and it was high time to haſten Excommunications , 
thereby if it were poſhble, to prevent j- Priviledge of ſuch Perſons in their E- 
leCtion of that Honourable Court of Common Council ; but this is a happy- 
neſs to the Loyal City of Loxdon, that the Citizens of London do underſtand 
the Statute Law,by which the Kings Power and the Peoples Priviledge is main- 
tained, though they may not ſo well underſtand the Roaring Cannons of Ec 

cleſiaſtical 
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cleſiaſtical Courts, viz. The Canon Law ; and now the ſaid Jozes doth hum 
bly defire his fellow Proteſtants to bear with this Digreſlion, and not count it 
a Tranſgreſſion; but he thinks 1t adviſible that ſuch as are not cited with a Ci- 
tation upon their own Perſons, need not make fo much haſte to the Eccleſiaſt- 
cal Courts as to break their Shins. And ſo the ſaid Jozes will return to his ſo- 
ber Diſcourle with Doctor P:xfola. k 

Then the: {aid Doctor ſoberly proceedetl, telling the ſaid Joxes that he was 
under the ſame Circumſtances with his Neighbours, viz. ' Preſeired by the 
Church-Wardens, for not coming to his Pariſh Church, and: for xot receiving the 
Sacrament ; and added, I think it in vain to ask when you were it Charch, but I 
will hear what you have to ſay. | 

Then the ſaid Joxes Replyed, Dottor, I perceive you will deal with me as with 
my Neighbours, _—_— proceed to an Admonition. 

The DoCtor ſaid, Tow may be ſure of that, | 
- Jones replied, Sir, I deſire you to hear mea few words, before you proceed 
to Admonition; for I am not come to Proyoke you, and I hope you will not 
Opprels me. | | 

Then the DoCtor conſented to hear what Jozes had toſay. 

- Jones. Sir, I am ready to receive and comply with an Admonition to receive 
the Sacrament, provided you will give me ſuchan Admonition, and in fuch a 
Spirit as the Apoltle Paul gave 1n his days, (at this word the Dottor looked 
ſomewhat ſtrangely, as it Pan/s Admonitions were ſtrange things iti that 
Court ; but Jozes went on, ſaying that) Paul did Admoniſh Perſons to examine 
themſelves,and come to that Ordinance, and in another place, Pa«/ did Admo< 
niſh Perſons to take heed. they did not partake with Whore-mongers, and 
Drunkards, and Railers ; in the firſt Admonition, Perſons are taught to look 
after their Own Fitneſs; and in the other Admonition Perſons are taught to 
take heed of the Unfirneſs of others;and fuch an Admonition I arm willing to 
Receive. ; 

Dottor. You are a very Uncharitableman ; what do you Judge your Neigh- 
bours to be Whore-mongers ? 

Jones. Sir, I do but ſpeak what Pas{ ſaid a great while ago, which is Inſtru- 
Qtion to us now ; and though I will not ſay, my Neighbours are Where-mon- 
gers, yet this I will ſay, and {Appeal to your Conſcience, that there is ſome 
Perſons mentioned in one of thoſe Scriptures, in moſt, if not in all the Pariſhes 
of London, viz. Drunkards, and Railers, and I may add, Dreadful Swearers, and 
ſuch as call upon God todamn them ; for Wickedneſs is grown bold in all our 
Areets. / 

Dodor. Sir you muſt look to your own ſelf. 

Jones. Sir, that I learn from the firſt Admonition of Paul; and muſt take heed 
Ido not communicate with wicked perſons,from the other Admonition of Paul, 

Dottor. F Admoniſh, I Admoniſh you to come to Church, and to take the 
Sacrament in your own Pariſh-Church, between this and the 6th day of De- 
cember next, and bring a Certificate fram the Doctor of your Pariſh, that you” 
have ſo done. 

Jones. Sir, {ceing you have proceeded to Admomiſh me, I pray tell me whe- 
ther you Admoniſh me as a Miniſter, or as a Magiltrate ! 

Door. I Admoniſh you as a Magiſtrate. - 

Tones. Sit, then I ſuppoſe you Have the Kings Commiſſion for yout ghuspre-' 
ceeding with me and my Neighbours. 

Do#or.What Sir | Do you call the Authority of this Court into Queſtion ? 

Tones.

Jones. Sir, I rather conclude it; if you be aMagiſtrate, then you muſt have a 
Commiſſion for what you do, and I dehire to ſee it. 

Dottor. Now I lee what you are, if you had Opportunity you would queſtion 
the Kings Authority or Title to the Kingdom. 

Jones. Sir, that 1s —— ſpoken of you, and though you be a greater 
man than I am, I cannot bear this, it is Unlufterable, and you cannot anſwer 
this thing. Sir do you lit here as a Judge of a Court; and Inſinuate ſo baſe an 
Accuſation againſt any of his Majeſties Leige People? I would have you to 
know, and Ido heredeclare, that Ido own the Kings Authority, as King of 
this Realm ; and if you have the Kings Commiſſion for this Court, ſhow it 
me, and I will own the Kings Authority in you. 

Doctor. Sir, I will not ſhow it you. 

Fones. I have humbly deſired it, but now I demand you to ſhow me the 
Kings Commiſſion for your keeping this Court, for I delire to Reverence the 
Kings Authority wherever I ſee it, and I will Reverence you as the Kings 
Commiſſioner, if you ſhow your Commiſſion. 

Dottor. I do not uſe to carry it in my my Pocket, I will not ſhew it you; 
Clark go on. 

Jones. Well Sir, then I demand a Copy of my Libel, and time to plead to it. 

Doctor. I cannot deny you a Copy, you may have it at the Regiſters Office. 

_ SirI demand time to plead to it when I haveit. 

ctor Sir I will not uu you time. 

Jones. What Sir, will you choak me with the Sacrament ? I] do own and Re. 
verence the Sacrament as a holy thing, and an Ordinance of God, but you 
ought not to force it down my Throat after this manner at your Pleaſure; 
this is not the way to bring People to a Right Conformity to the Church of 
England, that ſhould be done by good Arguments and gentle Reaſoning. 

Then the Door bid the Clark goon, and call another Perſon, ſaying, 

T have had talk enough with this man. And another being called, the Do- 
Qor after a very few words, proceeded to Admonition, and diſmiſt him. 

Jones then ſpake to the DoQtor again 3 ſaying, Door, I beſeech you let 
me haye a few gentle words with you in Coolneſs of Spirit. | 

Doctor. Why I was not angry. 

Fones. Truly Sir, you ſeemed to be angry juſt now, however I do now in- 
treat a kindneſs of you. 

Dottor. Speak on, what is it ? 

Jones. Sir I intreat you to tell me the worſt of this matter, what will be my 
danger if through ignorance, or neglect, or any thing elſe, I ſhould not cake the 
Sacrament at the timeappointed by you ? 

A Gentleman ſtanding by the Dottor, anſwered, Tou muZt go and ask your 
Councel that queition, | 

Jones. What need that Sir, ſeeing I am before the Judge of this Court who 
can tell meall the Proceedings of his own Court? And therefore Dottor, I pray 
tell me, that I may not be an ignorant Offender, nor an ignorant Sufferer, «n 
Obſtinate one I will not be. 

Dodtor. Then I will tell you, It you do not come to Church and take the 
Sacrament by the time appointed, you will be Excommunicated, and after- 
wards laid up in a Jail. 

Jones, Fit pray DoQtor, 15 there any ſuch Law of God in the New Teſta- 
ment, concerning the Sacrament, to lay up People in Jail for not taking of it ? 

Dottor, 
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Dottor. 1 have done with you, And ſo bid the Clark go 6n, and call ſome bo. 
dy elſe. And thus the matter ended tor that day, | 

Now the ſaid Jones further faith, That he could not ſee any marks of Honour 
or Power belonging toa Court held by the Kings Commiſhon, for he could 
not ſee the Kings Arms in the ſaid Tabernacle; and whether the former Dit- 
courle were Pertinent or Impertinent, is ſubmitted to the Conſideration and 
cenlure of afttOber Perſons when they have pell conſidered of the Zrarute of 
the 11t. of Edward the 6th, Chap. 2, which take as followeth, 


Nd whereas the Arch-Biſhops and Biſhops, and other Spiritual 
Perſons im this Kealm do uſe to make and ſend out their Summons 
Citations, and other P2oceſſes, i their own names, and in ſuch Foun 
and mauyner as was uſed in the tune of the Uſurped Power of the Biſhop 
of Rome, contrary to the Foun and O2der of the Summons and Pzoceſs 
of the Common-Law uſed i this RKealin, ſceing that all Authozity of Ju- 
riſdiction Spiritual and Tempozal is derived and deducted from the Kings 
Majeſty as Supzeam Yead of theſe Churches and Realms of England, 
and Ireland; and ſo, juſtly acknowledged by the Clergy of the ſaid Realms)

02 Territories, 
and not ſend 02 make out the Citation oz P2oceſs in the Kings Name. oz 
uſe any Scal of Juriſdiction other then befoze Limited, that every ſuch Of- 
tender ſhall incur andrunin the Kings Majefties Diſpleaſure and [ndigna- 
ton, and ſuffer Imp2tſonment at his Highneſſes mill and yleaſare, 


Now whether the Eccleſiaſtical Courts have {ſuch Authority from the Kings 
Majeſty by Commiſſion under the great Seal of E22/and, and do proceed in the 
Exerciſe thereof, according to the recited Statute of the 1 Ew. 6. the ſaid Forres 
doth humbly leave ir with Doftor Pinfold to give a Sarisfatory Demon« 
tration of it | 
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However the ſaid 7oxes hath yet no cauſe to conclude that the Eccleſiaſtical 
Courts have ſuch Power, or have ſo Legally Proceeded with him, and many 0- 
ther Perſons, firſt, becauſe the firſt ſtep of Proceeding, viz. the Citation, was 
not in the Kings Name. 

Secondly, Becauſe Dottor Pinfold refuſed to ſhow the Kings Commiſſion 
when humbly deſired, and honeſtly demanded in the place where he held his 
Court, which if the ſaid DoCtaghad been impowered according to the former 
Statute, it had been very eaſy for him to have givenſome convincing Demon- 
ſtration thercol, and then the ſaid Jones would have ſo declared the matter to 
others of his fellogy Proteſtants, as might have prevented many People from 
finding fault with the ſaid Court, and have cauſed them to give the more Re- 
verenceand Reſpett becauſe of his Majeſties Authority according to Law. 

But it may be ſome willſay, that the aforeſaid Statute of 1 &4w. 6, 2. hath 
been Repealed. The ſaid Faxes doth grant that to be true, but then ler it be well 
conſidered by whom it was Repealed, and that was by Queen Mary, a ſhee-Po- 
piſh Succeſſor, an Enemy to the Proteltent Religion, and to Proteſtants of all 
forts, who made a change in Eccleſiaſtical Courts, as well as in other Courts, 
Popiſh Perſons being made Judges, Officials, and Surrogates to manage 'Ec- 
cleſiaſtical Aﬀairs, according to the Popiſh way, and then were the poor Pro- 
teſtants, the Diſſenters of that time, and were handled accordingly, being Ci. 
ted to the Eccleſiaſtical Courts, and Excommunicated, and then delivered up 
to the Temporal Power for Imprilonment and death alſo, becauſe they werz 
the Non-Conformiſtsof that day, and did not in all things ſubmit themſelves 
to the Government as Eſtabliſhed by Law ; though they had the holy word 
and Law of God on their ſides. This may teach all Perſons to take heed of in« 
ſifting too much upon National Laws, in matters of Religion, becauſe they who 
are the Conformilts in one Kings Raign, may be the Non-Contormiſts in his 
Succeſſors Raign; and they would not think it a ſufficient Argument againft 
them, that their Opinions and PraCtices are contrary to the Government Eſta. 
bliſhed by Law': But whether the men of Dotors-Commons may not believe 
that a change of Religion Eſtablithed by Law, is not a ſufficient Argument to 
ke:p their places, and plead Contormity, ſhall be left for time to manifeſt, 

And now the ſaid Jozes will return to the Repeal of the former Statute, An- 
no Primo Marie' Sefſio S:cunda chap. 2. A Repeal was made of the Statute of the 
firſt of Ew. 6. 2.called an Act for the EleQtion of Biſhops which is the aforc- 
Cited Statute. & 

But then it muſt be again conſidered, the Statute of Repeal of 1 Mary 2. was 
repealel by King Fames; ice Anno 1 Jacobi Regis Chap. 25.1n theſe very words, 
Andbe it ſurther cnactcd.bythe Authority of this preſgnt parliament, that 
auAct made in the firſt year of the Keign oſQueen Mary, Entituled, AnAtt for 
the Reptal of certain Statutes made inthe time of King Edward the ſixth, ſhall 
fandRepealcd and Uotd. 

£o that now it is Evident thar Queen Maries repealing Statute being repeal- 
ed and made void by King James, thole Statutes of King Edward the ixth, are 
now in full force, they being left in the ſame Liſe and Strength as when they 
were. firſt made, unle!s it can be proved that a Repeal of them hath been made 
ſince the Statute of 1 Facebr Chap. 25. 

An {o rhe faid Forts will return to give a further Account of his own Caſe 
and farther ſaith, t2at berween the time of the Admonition, andthe time ap» 
pointed by DoCtor Pi»fold, for him to take the Sacrament, he did adviſc with 
ſich as were learned in the Laws of Enz1azd, and had a Plex in Law, prepared 
and 
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and drawn up as an Anſwer, to what he was charged with in the Preſentment 


of the Church-wardens of his ſaid Pariſh, 
A Copy of which Preſentment take as followeth. 


George Cole and William Baron Church-Wardens, of the Pariſh of St. 


Bartholomew Exchange, each do declare as followeth : 


Whereas we cannot of our own knowledge prove whp of the Pariſhoners have and

And as touching the aforeſaid Prelentment, the ſaid Joes doth verily believe 
that the Church-wardens did not do it as an AG of Envy or ill will to their 
Neighbours,for. as much as the names of the before mentionedPariſhoners were 
carried to Doctors-Commons by ſome body elſe, and then the Church-Wardens 
were ſent for to Doffors-Commons, and required to put them into a Preſent- 
ment, and the ſaid Church-wardens did then forbear to do ſo,but about a week 
after they did it, at the importunity of ſome perſon at Dotors-Commons, How- 
everthe 1aid Jozes cannot bur take notice, that the Church-wardens were very 
ſparing of their words, in the Preſentment, there is no harſh Expreſſions againit 
any of their Nerghbours, 'neither have they made it a Poſitive charge, thereby 
demonſtrating they were men cautious ot what they did in matters of Accu- 
ſition, but it ſeems any ſinall hint at things of an Acculing nature, may ſerve 
33a Foundation of the Proceedings of that Court, 

And the faid 7ores turther faith, that it the aforeſaid Church-wardens had not 
conſented to make this Preſentment, they could not have be2n puniſhed by rhat 
Court: And ſecing the names were carried into Court by fome other perſon, 
they might have left him to beProſecutor who was {o forward to turnInformer. 

But this matter being cone, 1t cannot be now undone, and- poor Fores dorh 
yet hope he ſhall not be quite undone by it, 

And for the Benchit and help of Church-warde ns, who are required by the 
E-clefiaſtical Courts to take an Oath, to make Prelentments of Crimes and 
O Fences, let the Statute of Anno Decrmo Sexto Caroli Prim. Chap. 11. Paragr, 
4. be well conſidered, that torhey may not be Impoſed upon in ſuch matters.

II. viz. in the 27th year 
of his Majeſties Reign,one T homas Watersf2ild,Church-Warden of the Pariſh of Arundel, in 
the County of Suſſex, was Impoſed upon by the Biſhop of Chicheter, to take an Oath, That 
be ſhould with his utmsſt dilligence, Preſent every per ſon, which then or lately was inhabiting 
within the ſaid Pariſh of Arundel, who hath done any Offence, or negletted any Duty, men 
roned 41 certain Articles, contained in a certain printed Book : In which hook, a mong ſt other 
things, there was contained this Queſtion, viz. Whether cvery perſon inhabiting, or ſojourning 
within the Pariſh of Arundel aforeſaid, did daily reſort every Lords day and Feitwyal daies 
Appointed for Divine Service, to the Church ? And whether they did there remain the whole. 
time of Divine Service, quietly, with Reverence, order and decency ? | 

Which Oath the ſaid Church-Warden did refuſe to take, and for it was afterward 
Excommunicated by the ſaid Biſhop.But the ſaid Warersfeild brought his Caſe before His 
Majefties Judges of the Court of Common Pleas, whorelieved and releaſed him by a Pro- 
hibition 3 in which and wherein it is plainly Declared on the behalf of the Kings Ma- 
jeſty, as followeth viz. That by the Laws of this our Realmof England, no perſon ought 
tobe cited to appear 1n any Court Chriſtian ; before any Fudge Spiritual, totake any Oath, unleſs 
it be only in Caſes Matrimonial or Teſtament ary. And the aforeſaid Biſhop is in the ſaid 
Prohibition Charged with Breach of the atoreſaid Statute of 13 Car. II. and of the 
Common law of this Realm,and therefore was required to Releaſe and diſſolve :all De- 
crees and Sentences againſt the ſaid Thomas Warersfeild, And for your further ſatts- 
taftion pray goand look ;the Prohibition. Bnt to teturn to our Narrative. 

The faid Jones further faith, That upon the Sixth day of December, inſtead of car- 
rjing a Certificate of bis taking the Sacrament, he carried his Plea in Law, to Doctor 
Pfold's Court, then held in the Tabernacle, in Old-Fiſb-ſtreer, London ; and took wit- 
relles with him, and preſented his Pleato the Dottor ; but he refuſed to take it, ſay- 
ing he would go thorrow what he was then upon. The ſaid Fones bid the DoCtor take 
notice he was there and he would wait ; which he did above an hour, till the Noor 
poke of Adjourning the Court. 

Then Jones ſpoke to the Door as followeth, DoCtor, this Paper 1s a Plea in Law 
wainſt the Preſentment of the Church-Wardens : I dekre you to receive it , and of 
Right demand you toRecord it in your Court Book, and Doctor | pray do not take 
what I am now going to ſay to you as an Angry word proceeding from my own breaſt, 
but l ara Adviſed to tay : Excommunicate me at your peril; this is my Plea, and I will 
ſand by it. . Then the Doctor ſaid, Leave it ; and Fores ſaid, Record it: this was ſpoken 
veral times over by each ; at which Inſtant ſomebody pulled off a Gentlemans Hat ; 
 udſome buſle was like to be in the Court : and Fores delired the Doctor to Record 
is Plea, and he would be gone, and not be concerned with any Tumult. The Doctor 
kd, Leave it, and I will preſently Adjourn the Court ; which was done accordingly.

«pions to the ſaid Charge or Preſentment, ſaith, that he the (aid James Jones cnet determin 
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the - bounds of Dioceſſes and Pariſhes ;, and therefore whether he the ſaid James Jones be, 
and during the time in the ſaid pretended Preſentment was an Inhabitant within the ſaid Pariſh; 
but referretb bimelf t o the due proof thereof according to Law. 

2+ The ſaid James Jones ſaith, he is credibly informed, und hopes to prove the ſame ; that 
the ſaid Church-Wardens ſometime ſince their being in that Office, and before the pretended Pre. 
ſentment, did pon their Oaths Return into the Court Omnia bene,&Cc. or dia aot Charge the ſaid 
James Jones with any Offence, and therefore, if he the ſaid James Jones, were an Inbabitant 
within the ſaid Pariſh, ( as theprerended Preſentment ſuppoſes ) he the ſaid James Jones ought 
to be ſuppoſed innocent, and free from any fault. And for rhe time of ſuch their first Preſent. 
ment , he the ſaid James Jones referreth himſelf," and demandsthe ſight and proof theredf, 

3+ The ſaid James Jones ſaith, That the now pretended Preſentment, againſt this Reſponden, 
&c.is not ſufficrent inthe Law ; it being not poſitve, but doubtful and uncertain, and there 
fore, he the ſaid James Jones,. ought not ro Anſwer therennto, or toreceive any admonition up 
ſuch an Wiegal Preſentment, for that all Preſentments ( as the ſaid James Jones is adviſed) 
ought to be certain, and not doubtfid, before any Anſwer by Law ouvht to be given. The Lan 
of this Realm of England, not compelling any perſon to accuſe himſelf - and by the words of thi 


pretended Preſentment, the ſaid Church-Wardenshave not accuſed him of any Crime, but ony 


faith they cannot of their own knowledge, know who of the Pariſhoners, who have, and who het 
not been at Church,&c. And further they do not remember to have ſcenthe ſaid James Jones, &r, 
at Church for three months laſt pait : which is no Charge according to Law, for that it ougk 
robe certain, that the ſaid James Jones, &c. did not come to his Pariſh Church. 

4-. The ſaid James Jones ſaith, That it doth not appear by the pretended Rreſentment, Tax 
he the ſaid James Jones is the perſon Preſented ;, foraſmuch as his full and compleat Name ws 
nat in the Preſentment, at the time of the Exhibition thereof. And he the ſaid James Jon, 
Conceives it Cannot be Legally inſerted ar added afterwards in the ſaid Preſentment. 

All which the ſaid James Jones does inſist upon and prays this Court, to taksthe 
Jame into their Conſideration, and that he may be hence Diſcharged. 

Subſcribed and delivered into the Eccleſiaſtical Court, by the hand of James ones, 0n 

the Sixth day of December, 1682. | 


TH E ſaid Jones having thus proceeded, he waited ſeveral daies, thinking he ſhould 
be Cited to have ſome kind of Anſwer to his Plea : whether it was Accepted or 
Rejected ; but not hearing any thing at all, upon the Eleventh of December, the ſaid 
Fones went again to Doctor Pinfolds Court jn the Tabernacle of Old-F:ſh-Strreet, Lonan;, 
that ſo he might obſerve Proceedings, and to make anſwer if he ſhould be called upon. 
Which day many Pleas were delivered into the ſaid Court ; which the Doctor r& 
ceived with great civillity, and -promiſed a Hearing of them all, the next Fryday fol 
lowing. The faid Fores being not that day called, kept filence, and did not urge hi 
own Caſe, leaſt he ſhould be counted a Troubler ofthat Court ; and therefore refolyed 
to attend Doctor Pinfold the Fryday following : concluding that then he ſhould hare 
opportunity to' have his Plea'debated as well as others. Eſpecially conlidering that 
his Plea was -one of the firſt that was delivered into that Courrt. 

When Fryday came, which was the Fourteenth of December ; the ſaid Jones, witha 
great number of His ' Majeſties Proteſtant Subje&ts, went to Doftors Commons ; fot 
DodGtor P:xfold had ordered the Hearing of the Pleas tro be therein, a very large 
place, likea great Hall, which looked ſomewhat more like a Court than the Tabernacle 
At which time Doctor Pixfold appeared as Judge. And Counſellor Welden and Cout 
ſelior Z#/ooke, and one of the DoCtors belonging to the ſame Court, viz. DoCtor Kam, 
appeared to Plead' for them that had put in their Pleas. And the Cauſe of Mr. Aory 
mer, and one Mr. Duberry, were debated, with great Soberneſs and ſtrength of Arg 
ment : touching the Errors of-the. Preſen tments, and that Courts Impoling the & 
crament at ſuch particular times as the the Law doth not lmpoſe it upon any of His 
Majeſties Sybjects. Dottor Prirfold ſaw he was hard pur to it, in the beginning of this 
work, and therefore, after a little Debate of the matter, between him and rhe Cout- 
ſcllers - he ſpread forth his hands ard ſaid, he would hear no more Pleas, but he wonld 
Anſwer them all by the Seal of the. Court to morrow moruing. And ſorhe Doctor 
went away. without any Formal Adjourning, the Court, or ditmifing that great Al- 
ſembly; not any Officer appearing to open his mouth, ſo much 2s to ſay, Ged =

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the King. And ſo that great Aſſembly departed, in very peaceable manner, as be- 
came His Majeſties peaceable Subjects, though greived in their minds at ſuch proceed- 
ings. The faid Jones was ready to appear In his own Caſe, if he had been called, 
or if there had been opportunity : he being prepared witha Supplyment to his Plea : 
drawn up by the Learned in the Law. A' Copy whereof take as followeth. 


The further Anſwer and Supplyment of James Jones,to the Preſentment aforeſaid. 


Impri-"T* HE ſaid James Jones ſaving and reſerving, as in his former Anſ wer he hath already 
mis prayed, fath, T hat it doth not appear by the ſaid Preſentment, or pretended 
Preſentment, That the ſame was made upon the Oaths of the ſaid C burch-Warden; : which the 
ſaid James Jones, is Adviſed onght zo have been Aſſerted in the ſaid Preſent ment, or pretended 
Preſentment, in regard ( as the [aid Jones is adviſed ) no Preſentment 1s legal and ſufficient in 
the Law, to be Anſwered unto : nor ou? ht the ſaid Jones ro Anſwer any Preſent ment but what 
is given 111 upon Oath to this Court. The Laws and C u5toms of this Land not pemitting any 
of the Kings Leige Subjefts, to .be any ways vexea or greived, or tobe called into quesFon by 
any Court what ſoever , thercby to be Charged with any Offence ; but upon the Oath of One 
or more perſons. Nor ought any Accuſations to be received by this Court againſt the ſaid James 
Jones but npon Oath. For that the ſaid James Jones is a free barn Subject of England ; He 
convicted "or Accuſed legally of any Crime, and therefore is Adviſed he ought not to make 
any Anſwer to ſuch 2 Reine, until it doth appear to be according to Law. 

2. And the ſaid James Jones ſaith, That by no Law of this Realm, any Lay-man can be 
compelled or Obliged to Recerve the Sacrament, more or oftner, than three times in the year, 
viz, at Eaſter, and the two other tames 13 the year arc left free, and Indifferent, to the party ; 
when be is be#t fitted and prepared. And the [ud James Jones ſaith, he is a Layman, and doth 
not know of any Law, that 8th Abridge him of that Liberty ;, or oblige himto Receive it oftner ; 
or otherwiſe in any fixed time : wherefore, forafmich as the Church-Wardens, that made the 
ſaid Preſemment, or pretended Preſentment , could not Legally Preſent the ſaid James Jones , 
for any Offence, but ſuch as do,or ſyall are ſince Ealter la## : and for that there is abundantly 
ſufficient time, for him the ſaid James jones, to perform what by Law is required, VIZ. to 
Receive the Sacrament twice betwixt this and Eaſter, and once then, And that as the ſaid 
James Jones hath not broken any Law, o neither, as he concerves and is adviſed, is there any 
ground for any Citation or Admonitton 474: nſt him, nor that any Admonition ſhould or can li- 
mit him where the Law hath left him free , nor may this Court Compell himby Eccleſiaſtical 
Cenſures, or otherwi [e,to Receive the Holy Sacrament in a ſqprter or fixed Time, or any other- 
wiſe limit him than the Law hath ſpecified, direfted, or allowed. 


Which the ſaid James Jones inſi#s upon, with what before he hath already inſifted 
on, and prayed as before hs hath already prayed,

An Addition to the Supplyment. 


ND furthermore ti faid Jones ſith, That beſides all that is contained in his 

Plca, and Supplyment to the faid Plea, he had more Matter to be Argued in his 
Defence againſt the aforeſaid Preſentment , to ſhow the deficiency and inſufficiency 
thereof. Abreif account of which take as followeth. 

1. He theſaid Jones ſaith, That there is nomention of what Dioceſs the aforeſaid Pa- 
riſh ( and heas Inhabitant thereof ) is, which ſhould have been plainly Expreſſed in the 
lad Preſentment. 

2, The faid Jones ſaith, That he was Profecuted for Nor-conformity, before His 
Majeſties Juſtices of the Peace, in the County of Sarrey, and particularly for not com- 
ing to Church : which is the fame thing mentioned in the Church-Wardens Preſent- 
ment, ard for which the ſaid Joxes is Excommunicated. Now for the faid Fornes to be 
puniſhed in the Temporal Courts and in the Ecclefiaſtical Court, at or about the ſame 
time, ſeems be contrary to the Statute of Ano primo Regns Eliz.. Chap. 2. which faith, 

P2ovided alwaies, and be it Cnaced, That whatſoever perſons Dffending in the premiſes. 
ſhall ſoz their Offences firſt receivePuniſhment of rhe Ordinary, having a Teſtimonſal therc 
of under tbe ſaid Ordinarics Seal : ſhall not fo2 the ſame DOffencee eftſoons be Convict be-

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fote the Juſtices : and likewiſe Receiving fo2 the ſaid Offence puniſhment , firſt by the 
Juſtices : ſhall not fo2 the ſame Offence eftſoons Receive puniſhment of the D2dinary, 
any thing contained in this Act to the contrary notwithſtanding, 

3. And he the ſaid Jones faith, That the Church-Wardens did not in their Pre- 
ſentment Alledge againſt him, That he had not any Lawful orReaſonable Cauſe to 
ſhew why he had not been at Church or Sacrament of ſo long a time, mentioned in 
the preſentment. See 1 Eliz. Cap.2. Paragraph 14. | | 

4. And he the ſaid Jones ſaith, 1 hat whereas Errors in an IndiCtment at Seſſions 
or Aſſizes, orErrors ina Aittimus whereby a man is Committed to priſon, will when 
Legally Pleaded, overthrow and make void ſuch Indictment or Commitment, and {© 
relieve the Indifted and Commirtcd perſon ; Even fo and much more ſhould the ſaid 
Fones by reaſon of a Deficient and Inſufficient Preſentment, be Diſcharged from the 
Eccleſiaſtical Court, as he prayed in his aforeſaid plea and Supplyment, and therefore 
the ſaid Jenes doth conclude, that it is better to be concerned with the Kings Juſtices, 
and Judges, who Sitt by Commiſſion from the King, in the _ Courts of Record, 
than to be concerned with any Eccleſiaſtical Court, and ſuch as are DoCtoss and 
Judges in the ſaid Courts. 

1 he ſaid Fones further ſaith, he heard no more from Doors * Commons till the Twen- 
tieth of December, and then the Doctor of his Pariſh, v:z. St. Bartholomew E xchenge, did 
in very friendly manner acquaint the faid Joes, that an Excomunication againſt him 
was come from Dottors Commons. and that the ſaid Doctor was ordred to publiſh the 
ſaid Excommunication next morning, being St.Thomas's day: unto which the aid 
Fones Reply'd, That the Eccleſiaſtical Court had proceeded Illegally in going ſo fa 
as an Excommunication, and demonſtrated the ſame in two Particulars, Firſt, that he 
the ſaid Jones had given a Plea in Law to that Court againſt the aforeſaid Prefent- 
ment, and was never admittcd to be heard upon his Plea, which is contrary to the 
Lawsof England, to haveany Sentence paſs upon any man to his damage, without his 
Cauſe be Legally heard and Debated. Secondly, 1 hat it was not in the power of the 
Eccleſiaſtical Court Legally to Excommunicate the {aid Jores for not taking the $- 
crament at any ſuch time as that Court ſhould at their pleaſure Appoint, there being 
but one time ofthe year nawed for Receiving the Sacrament, viz: Eaſter. The afore- 
ſaid DoQtor reply'd, he was ſorry things were brought to ſuch a point, but he could 
uot avoid obeying the Order of Doitors Commons,and fo the next day being Dee.23.called 
St. Thomas day ,theExcommunication was publiſhed in the Pariſh Church called St. Barths 
lomew Exchange : and upon tit Twenty third day of the fame Month, the ſaid Fore: 
went with a Witneſs with him: to the Regiſters Office, and demanded a Copy of the 
Libel againſt him, but the ſaid Joes could not have it though he offered payment for the 
faid Libel. And upon theTwenty Sixth of the ſame Month, the ſaid Jores took wit- 
neſs with him and demanded a Copy of all the Proceedings of the Court, and parti- 
cularly a Copy of his Plea: the Clerk did promiſe a Copy of the proccedings of the 
Coirt, but could not let him have themat that time. And npon the Thirticth day of 
the ſame Month, the ſaid Jones went and a witneſs with him for the aforeſaid Copy, but 
it was not done; the ſaid Jorrs then all&wed the Clerk tillthe next Monday, and the 
Cler+ would not promiſe to have thoſe things copied by that time, pleading it was Ho- 
Iy-daies, and that was thereaſon they were not done ; the faid Foxes replyed, 'T hat 
it was a ſtrangething to him, they could not write their own proceedings upon a Ho- 
Iy-day, as well as Excommunicate him upon a Holy-day. The faid Jones waited till 
IWedenſday the Third of Fanary, and then went with his friend for the aforcſaid Copy, 
and then the Clerk ſaid, That he whom he had appointed to draw ont the aforeſaid 
Copy was out 'of the way, himſelf was going from the Officeat that time, and fo the 
ſaid Jones came away without what he ſo much endeavored to have, going more times to 
the Office than he was bound todo. 

Thus things remained tillabuot a fortnight before ary Term, and then the faid 
Tones went and made Afﬀilavit, before Judge Ch.zrlero: : the form ofthe ſaid Athdavit 
is aS followeth, Fames Jones of London, Merchant-Taylor, depoſeth upon Oath, That 
he was Cited into the Eccleſiaſtical Court, betore Doctor P:fo!d, and made his appea- 
rakce, and ſince hath beeuat ihe Regiſters Office, and theredemarded a Copy of Nis 
Libel, but could pot obtain it, thovgh he offered payment it r the ſame. bs

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And after this upon the twenty third day of Jamary, 1682. being the firſt day 
of the Term, the {aid Joes with a few others moved the Honourable Judges of the 
Kings Court of Common Pleas, for Prohibitions, upon the not obtaining Copies of 
their Libels, when demanded, and payment offered for the ſame ; the particular Afﬀi- 
davits of that matter being read in Court, and moved by ſeveral Serjeants at Law! 
the Judges were pleaſed to grant Prohibitions with a Niſt caſa, viz. if Doftor Pinfold 
could not ſhew cauſe again{t them , and a Rule of Court was ſerved upon DoCtor Pim- 
fold to Appezr before the Judges of the Common Pleas, on Fryday the twentySixth of the 
ſame Month, but the faid ores thonght it expedient to move the honourable Judges 
of the Kings-Bench for a Proiibition, and therefore made Affidavit of riot obtaining a 
Copy of his Libel, before the honourable Judge Dolben; and it was read before rhe 
Judges of the Kings Bench upon the twenty fifth of the ſame Month, and that honourable 
Fench was plcaſed to grant a Prohibition for the ſaid ores, but the next day being 
the twenty fixth of 7aruary, Dottor Pinfold engaged Sir George Jefferies, who is well 
known to be a Lawyer that will ſtoutly defend and maintain the cauſe he is engaged in, 
either ſor the King, or any of his own Clients, againſt the plaintiff or defendant, on 


+ theother ſide, and in this Caſe, there was no want of words by Sir George, to overthow 


the Prohibitions, both at Kings Bench and Common Plezs : but the ſaid ones, doth take 
it a little unkindly that Sir George Jefferies ſhould with fuch ſharpneſs of Spirit refleCt 
upon him, before the honuurable Judges, as if he had ſurreptitioully obtained the grant 
of a Prohibition, ard highly blamed the ſaid ones for moving in two of His Majelties 
Courts for the ſaid Prohibition ; bur if the faid orcs had bcen then in Court, he would 
have ventured by humble detire to the honourable Judges, to make a modeſt and honeſt 
reply to that Gentleman without being ſo ſharp upon him, and therein have ſhewed , 
that the obtaining that Grant of a Prohibition, could not fairly be counted Surreptiti- 
ous, becauſe the honourable Judges granted it upon the Afhdavit of the faid Forres 
then read in Court, the truth of which Affidavit the ſaid Jonrs would have ſworn be- 
fore all the Judges of Enzland, viz. that he had been at the Regiſters Office and de- 
manded a Copy of his Libel, and could not obtain it, though he offered paymnent for 
the ſame, and in this very caſe the Law hath provided a Prohibition, for the there- 
leif of the Kings Subjefts, who arc too often vexed by the Ecclctiaſtical Courts : See 
the Statute of the 2 Her. V. chap. 3. the words are theſe, * 

rem, Fozaſmnch as divers of the Kings licge people, be daily Citrcd to appear in the Spi- 
ntual Court, b:f5ze Spiritual Judgee, there to Anſwer to divers perſons, as well of things 
which touch Free-hold, Debts, Treſpaſs, Covenants, and otber things wherof cogniſance 
pttaineth to the Tourts of our Lo2d the King, as of Batrimeny and Teſtament, and when 
luch'perſons ſo Cited appear and demand a Libel of that which againft rhem is ſurmiſed to 
bt informed to nive their anſwer thercunto, 02 otherwiſe to purchaſe a Wit of our Lozd the 
King, of Pyobibition, acco2ding to their Cale, which Libcl to them is denied by the ſaid 
Spiritual Judgcs ro the intent that tuch perſons Could not be aided by any ſuch Ut 
againſt the Law, and to the great damage of ſuch perſons ſo impleaded : our (aid Lo2d 
the King by tbe advice and aſſent of his Lozds Spiritual, and Tempozal and at the re: 
queſt and ii Cance of rhe ſaid Commons, harb ©:dained and cſtibliſted, that at what time 


Spiritual Coutts arc Juch things whereof cognifaree Pertiineth ro the Court of our 
F Lord 
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Lord the King, v414.An uncertain Information of the Church-Waidens, ſaying in their 
Preſentment, They could not of their own knowledge prove who of the Pariſhioners 
have, and who have not been at Church, and that they did not remember to have ſeen 
the ſaid Forts at Church for ſome timepaſt, or to haye Received the Sacrament, fo 
three Months paſt : and befides theſe things ſurmiſed, when they were in the Eccleliafti. 
cal Court, a Copy of a Libel concerning them could not be obtained when demanded, 
upoh which the ſaid Jones moved for a Prohibition; but Sir George Jefferies in may- 
naging the cauſe for DoCtor Pixfold, did plead there was no Libel in that Caſe, ang 
ther the Ecclefiaſtical Court could not grant iz when demanded, znd that DoQtur 
Pinfold had proceeded by the Preſehtment of the Church-Wardcns. 'T he faid Jones doth 
- not blame Sir George for making this Plea for the DoCtor ; but the queſtion is, Whether 
DoCtor Pinfold ought not to have a Libel in the Caſe, as well as a Preſentment ? the 
Statute mentioning a Libel ofthings ſurmiſed againſt the Kings liege people : howeyer 
the Kings Subjefts have good cauſe to eſteem the Proceedings of the Kiugs Courts of 
Juſtice,wherethere is not onlyPreſentments but aftcrwards Indidtments;and tiine allone 
to the Kings Subjetsto defend themſelves, and the Accuſers brought to the face of the 


Accuſed, and upon not making ſubſtantial proof of matters of fat, the Kings acculy , 


ſubjeCts are by the Judges and the Law diſcharged: but the ſaid Forres and a multitude 

of his fellow Proteſtants, have not had ſuch fair dealings in DoQtor Pinfold's Cour, 
' and therefore the ſaid Jones hath cauſe to ſay, From ſuch Courts, and ſuch Preceding, 
Good Lord deliver ws. And whereas the ſaid Jones is informed that Sir George did reflet 
vpon him for moving in the Kings Court of Common Pleas, berore he came to morein 
the Kings Bench, for a Prohibition: as being willing to haie two ſtrings to his Bow;tte 
ſaid Jones doth humbly deſire Sir George to conſider that it is every mans concetn to < 
his beſt and uſe the utmoſt means in a legal way, to accompliſh his relief: and the faid 
Jones doth believethat if it had been his happineſs to have engaged Sir Gearge Jefferies 
his Conncel in this caſe, it had not been loſt for want of ſpeaking to it, as jt was by the 
Silence of ſome Scrjeants at Law, that were expeCted to make ſome Reply in that Caſe; 
and the Lord Chief Juſtice Pemberton, then Sitting upon the Bench, was willing to hear 
a Reply. What wasthe cauſe of that filence , whether becauſe they could not ſpeak, 
or becauſe they would not ſpeak, or becanſe they dared not to ſpeak, or becauſe they 
had not ſufficient Fees to ſpeak, Grand-father Time muſt ſhew.But whether becauſe one 
Serjeant ſpoke; ſo much, and others ſaid nothing at all, Prohibititions weare over- 
thrown in Weftmin#er-Hall, ſhall be left to conſideration. However the ſaid Jones ſaith, 
That he was encouraged to take this way, becauſe divers of the Kings SubjeCts have 
thereby had releif, formerly, from the power of the Eccleſiaſtical Courts, who were 
under the ſame circumſtances, and therefore the ſ2id Joresdoth humbly pray Sir George 
Tefferies to conſider, that not every cauſe he hath mannaged, either for rhe Plaincilf 
or Defendant, hath gone currant before the Judges in IWeitminſter-Hall, which is a fof- 
ficient evidence that cither the cauſe undertaken was not right, or elſe that Sir George's 
Clients had ſome wrong; and therefore no marvel if one or other of theſe things have 
attended poor Jones, and others, who have proceeded by the Advice of the Learned 
in the Law : however this little victory over Jones and his fellow Proteſtants gave oc- 
cafion to Dottor Pirfold to rejoice and boaſt and glory that night at Doftors Commons, 
as if his cauſe were fifty in the hundred the better for that daies work ; bur it is humbl 
deſired by the ſaid Jones, that the DoQtor would ſeriouſly conſider that ſaying in a mw 
old Book called, The Holy Bible : Let not him that girdeth on his harneſs, Boaſt himſelf as bd 
that putteth it off, 1 Kings 20. 11. 

Furtthermore, The ſaid Fores doth certifie DoCtor Pinfold, and all others concerned, 
That he hath alove aud a reverent Eſtzem of the Holy Sacrament, called in holy Scrip: 
ture the Supper of the Lord, and hath-ſolemnly as becometh a Chriſtian, Taken the ſaid 
holy Ordinance divers times within the time mentioned in the aſorcſaid Preſentrmcnt, 
and divers times fince the aforeſatd Admonitton, and that in both kinds, of Bread ard 
Wine, and in {uch manner, and to ſuch ends, as1s exprelled inthe Statute of 1 Edw. YI. 
chap. 1. in theſe words, Paragraph r. 

Which Sacrament was inftirutedof no leſs Autho? then of our Daviou:, both God and 
Wan, when at his laſt Suppe2 amongſt his Apoltles ; he td rake the Bread into his holy 
bands, and did (ay, Take, Eat,znhis 1s my Body, which is. piven ard Broken for you: anp 
raking 
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taking up the Chalice 02 Cup did give thanks atid ſay; This Is my Blood of the New Te- 
{tament, which is ſhed for you, and for many, for the Remiſlion of Sins ; that whenſo: 
eocr we ſhould do the ſame, we ſhould do it \n Remembrance of him, and to declare and ſer 
fozth his Death andglozious Paſſion until his Toming : of the which bread whoſoever Eateth; 
02 of the which cup, wholoeber drinketh unwozthily, Eareth and Drinketh Condemnation and 
Judgment to himſelf, And in Paragraph 7. thereare theſe words, 

Therefoze be it Enacted by our Sovereign Low 1he King, with the confent of the Lozds 
Spiritual and Tempozal, andthe Commons, in this pretent Parllament aſſembled, and by 
Autho2ity of rhe ſame, that the ſaid moſt Bleſſed Sactament be hereafter commonly delivered 
and adminiſtred unto the people, within this Church of England and Ireland, and other 
the Kings Dominions, under both the kinds, that is to ſay, of Bread and Wine, ercept 
neceſſity - otherwiſe require : and alſo that the Prieſt which ſhall miniſter the ſame ſhall at 
the leaſt one day befoze Erho2t all perſons which ſhall be p2eſent to reſo2t and Pzepare them- 
ſelves to Receive the ſame,and when the pefixcd day cometh, after a GodlyCxhoztation, by the 
Binilter made, wherein Goll be further erp2efſcd the benefit and comfo2t, pzomiſed ro them 
which wo2thily receive the holy Sacrament : and danger and indignation of Almighty Gov 
theatcned to them which ſhall p2cſume to receive the ſame unwo2thily, to the end thar every 
inan may try and examine his own conſcience, befoe he ſhall receive tbe ſame. The ſaid 
Piniſter ſhall not without a lawful cauſe, deny the ſame to any perſon, that will devoutly 
and humbly defire it : any Law, Statute, Owdinance 02 Cuſtome, conttazy thereunts in 
any wiſe notwithſtanding, not condemning hereby the uſage of any Church out of the Kings 
Bajeſties Tominions. 

But it is ſuppoſed that Doctor Pinfold will ſay , That the ſaid Jones hath not taken the 
ſaid Sacrament in his own Pariſh Church, according to the Admonition, at the timethere- 
in prefixed by the ſaid Doctor : unto which the ſaid Fores doth foberly reply, That 
he doth not know of any Statute Law, that impowereth the DoCtor thus to proceed, 
or that bindeth the ſaid Jones to obey, and is much more ſure; that there is no Law of 
Jeſus Chriſt, inall the New Teſtament for ſuch proceedings: however the ſaid Fones 
faith, That he hath raken the holy Communion,in ſuch a Church as is declared and owned 
in the Ninetcenth Article of the Church of England, iz. That the Viſible Church of 
Chrift is a company of faithful men, in which the pure Word of God is Preached, and the 
Sacraments be duly Adminiftred, according to Chrifts Ordinance, in all things that of neceſ- 
ſity, are requiſite to the ſame. 

And the faid Jones faith, That himſclf and a vaſt number of His Majeſties Proteſtant 
ſubjets, do exerciſe a Godly care, and maketh great Conſcience to Wait upon God, 
In no'cther Allemblies then-is expreſſed in the aforſaid Article, viz. A company of 
ref people that have the pure Word of God truly preached, and the Ordinanees of God duly 

mſtred. 

But it may be the DoCtor will ſay, T hat Jones meaneth the aſſemblies of Diſentets. 

To which Jones doth reply, That he honeſtly meaneth no other Allemblies, but ſuch 
where Chriſt is preached, as he is declared in the holy Gofpel : 

1. AS God and Man, 

2. As being Conceived in the Virgins womb, by the Holy Ghoſt; and fo brought 
forth into the world to be the Saviour of Sinners. 

3, His Death as the Satisfaftion of Divine Juſtice. 

4. His Reſurrection, for the Juſtification bf all True Beleivers. 

5. His Aſcention into heayen,and maxing lnterceſſion at the right hand of Gced,that ſo 
the Godly may bz accepted of God, and be received into heaven. 

6. The Second Coming of Chriſt to Judge the quick and the dead: at which time of 
Judgement, he will receive the Righteous into Eternal happinefs, and ſend the wicked 
lito Eternal mifery, after the refurreCtion of the juſt and nguſt. 

And as touching the holv Sacraments the aforeſaid Aſſemblies doth profeſs and prattice 
water Baptiſm, as Gods holy Ordinance, and the Lords Supper in bath kinds, ot Bread 
?nd Wine, as a holy Remembrance of Chrilts Death till he eome again, as it isexpreſ- 
led in the Holy Scripture, and in the before mentioned Statute of 1 Edw.6. chap. 1. 
which Statute doth not compel any of the Kings ſubjects to come to that bleſſed Ordi- 
nance, to the d:maze of their own Souls, but ſtrictly warneth to the contrary and re- 
quireth perſons to coruc humbly and deyoutly, of their own delire, 

Now 
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Now therefore why the ſaid Jones, or any other of the KingsProteſtant fubjets,ſhould 
' be proſecnted to the ſuffering Impriſonment, for not taking the Szcramnr in their re- 
fpeCtivePariſhChurches,who are zealous for the holySacrament,& other parts of thePra- 
teſtant Religion, in ſuch aſſemblies as are for higher degrees of Reforn ation than is a- 
mong the common Proteſtants : it is humbly preſented to Dottor P:»fold, and all others 
called Doctors and Judges,” in Courts called Spiritual, whether they *can produce any 
fach Authority from Jeſus Chriſt, who is the Spiritual Governour in his Church, and 
hath given Spiritual Laws for the government thereof. 

The ſaid Fones faith, he hath carefully read the Holy Scriptures for many years, and 
could never find that ever Chriſt did ſet up ſuch a way of Government in his Church, 
viz, of Fines, Impriſonments, Baniſhment, or any other corporal puniſhment, tobring 
perſons to conform unto his Goſpel Ordinances, but Chriſts way was to aford plain 
and powerful preaching of his Word, to inlighten the mind, and perſwade the Soul, to 
make afree choiceof his Ttruths, from a cordial love to himſelf: but according to 
the proceedings of Doctor Pirfold, and other Eccleſiaſtical Judges, ſuch as are conſci- 
entiouſly afraid they ſhall miſs the comforts and bleſſed benefits of the Sacrament, by 
coming to it at ſuch times ard places, with ſach Communicants, as impoſed by the faid 
DoCtor,muſt be contented with the diſcomforts of a Jail, or elfe pay great ſums of mony 
to get off. 

And whereas the faid DoCtor did declare, in the publick Aſſembly of Doftors Com- 
mons, that he fixed the taking of the Sacrament, in his admonitions, that therchy rhe 
people might give a full demoaſtration of being true Proteſtants: it is humbly deſired 
that the Doftor would conſider, whether too many, who venture upon the Sacrament, 
are not a great Scandal to tke Proteſtant Religion, by wicked converſations, in Swear- 
ing, Drinking, Curling, and cailing upon God to damn them: and the faid Fones doth 
heartily deſire, that the men of Dottors Commons, were quite free from all theſe fins, 
the leaſt of which is enough for damnation, and that is ten thouſand times worſe than 
Excommunication : however it may be ſoberly and ſafely concluded, that ſuch perſons 
are very unfit to drive othersto the Sacrament, or puniſh them for not running fo head- 
long as they would have them unto ſuchan holy Ordinance of God. 


And beſides all the former Relation, the ſaid Jones ſaith, That upon the ſeventh of 
February, he went again to the Regiſters Office, belonging to the Eccleſiaſtical Court, 
and there demanded a Copy of his Excommunication, and all other proceedings of the 
Court, but the chief Regiſter was very angry becauſe rhoſe things had been beſp-ke 
ſo long before,. and were not fetch'daway, and refleted upon Jones as if he had not 
done honeſtly : unto which Foxes replyed ſaying, Sir, I ſappolſe you do not know that 
I have been more times for theſe papers, thanl was bound to come, and could not have 
them, however if they are done, let me have them, and my money 1s ready for you: 
upon this great ſearch was made tofind the papers, but the Clerks could not find them, 
nor the Regiltcr neither, but one pur it off to another, as being miſlayed. Fones ſee- 
ing them in confuſion, thought they might better find them in his abſence, and therefore 
told them, he would go to ſome houſe hard by and come again, and bout an hour after, 
Fones returned to the Office, but they were not found : notwithſtanding all this, Fones 
was fo fair as togive them till the aftern-on, and the under Regiſter did promiſe that the 
papers ſhould be ſent by their Officer who brought the Citation ; ſo the ſaid Jones went 
away in farther Exerciſe of patience, but the papers did not come zil that day. Fore! 
waited for them all the next day, till near night, and becauſe they were not ſent, 
he went and made Afﬀidavit before a Judge, That he had been four ſeveral times at the 
Regiſters, to have a Copy of his Excommunication, 2nd all other proceedings of he 
Eccleſiaſtical Court, but could not have them, though he offcred payment, and to leave 
part of payment in hand, and about an hour #fter the ſaid Jores had been at home, the 
ſaid papers were ſent to his houſe, 242. about Seven a Clockat night, with a Note from 
one of the Clerks, to pay thirtcen Shillinss and four pence for them,, which was payed 
and ſent back by the meſſenger that brought ther. Now the honeſt dehgn of. 
Tones in thus labovring to have fuch papers, was to fee whether any thing as matrer 0 
Law, might ariſe from them, fit for the contideration of the honourable Judges, where” 
by the ſaid Jones might have 1ome legal releit, but now the Term was very new Cx 
p:ring, and not ſufficient tine to cOnlult with theſe Learned in the Law, to y 

any 
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4ny Progreſs, and fo the ſaid Jones remained inthe Exerciſe of Patience. 

But Doctor Pinfold went on to finiſh his Work, and to perform his Word to the ſaid Fones,, 
jiz, That he ſhould be laid up in a Jail, if he did not come to Church and take the Sacrament 
xcording to his Admonition; for in the cloſe of the Term, the ſaid Spiritual Dodtor did pro- 
cure ſeveral Writs of Excommunicato Capiendo, from the Temporal Power, to apprehend a 
xreat Number of the Kings Proteſtant Subjects, and Subſtantzal Citizens of London, and to 
carry them to Priſon for'not obeying his Admonitions, and thereby ſeparate Husbands from 
Wives, Parents from Children, Malters from Servants, beſides hindring many Per fons from 
Managing their honeſt and Lawful Trades and Calling, to the damage of many good Fa- 
milies, the whole of which Puniſhment the ſaid Fozes doth hope he ſhall bear with Patience, 
25 the Providence of God ſhall ſuffer it to come upon him, being well ſatisfied that Loyalty 
ad Chriſtianity will keep him*Company, when 1n a Jail for Non-Copformity. 


And now the ſaid ores doth think it may be of ſome Advantage to his fellow Proteſtants 
that they be acquainted with the ſeveral ways allowed and pradcticed by Door Pinfold , for 
Obtaining an Abſolation, and fo be diſcharged from the Writ Excommunicato Capiendo, af- 
ter it is out againſt, and ſerved upon them. | 


[.Such perſons may be abſolyed and diſcharged from the ſaid Writ if they will pay all the 
Charges of the Court, which is ſometimes Ordinary; and ſometimes Extraordinary, the Or- 
dnary Charges is abour forty ſhillings, but according as matters have been managed between 
the Proſecuted Party and the ſaid Doctor, the Charges by the Doctors Bill may amount to 
freor SixPounds, or more. And beſides the payment of ſuch Charges, the Party muſt depo- 
{Ten Pound, or othet ſuch Sum as the Doctor will impoſe, and ſubſcribe that the Aid Sum 
of Money ſhall be forfeited and difpoſed of as the ſaid Doctor ſhall think meet, +:£. If the 
Faty do not come to Churck and take the Sacrament at ſuch times as the Doctor will ap- 
xigt ; at which inſtant, viz. when the money is tendred down, he giveth his Admonition ſo 
wdo. 

Il. Another way to be abſolved and diſcharged from the ſaid Writ, is, to pay the afbreſaid 
Hil of Charges,and take anOath to conform , viz. Tow fall ſwear that you will obey all the 
Knes Eceleſuſtne Laws, #nd the Lawfal Commands of your Ordinary. 

Now ſuch as think to deliver themſelves this way, had beſt in the firſt place get a true Un- 
f&erſtanding of the Eccleſiaſtical Laws, what they are, and what are the Lawful Commands 
of the Ordinary, leaft they ſhould ſwear to ſuch things as may be againſt their Confciences), 

and ſo be under a force either to Sin by keepin the Oath.or elſe Sin by Breaking the Oath z 
which if the latter, they muſt expect to hear of it from Doctor P:infold with both their Ears. 

III. Another way of Deliverance is to give Bond to Dr. Pinfold, to conferm by ſuch a rifde 


| as ſhall be agreed with the ſaid Door, or elſe to forfeit the Sum of Money expreſſed in the 


{aidBond, which formerly was uſed to be but ten Pound, but now the ſaid DoCtor doth Re- 


| quire aBond of ThirtyPonnds,and beſides this, the aforefaidBill of Charges muſt be preſent- 


ly paid, and at the ſealing and delivering of the aforeſaid Bond, the ſaid Door will Admo- 
niſh the party to come to Church and receive the Sacrament according to the time of 
the Bond.
